1* Attached isr a paper on the above subject baaed upon 
information acquired by this Agency. Also attached is a folder 
containing samples of pertinent Agency reports which have previously 
been disseminated to the White House and to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

' 2. The information collected by this Agency provides evidence 

of only a very limited amount of foreign Communist assistance to 
revolutionary protest movements in the United States. There is very 
little reporting on Communist assistance In the form of funding or 
training and no evidence of Communist direction or control of any 
U rated Estate si revolutionary protect movement. The bulk of our inior« 
mation illustrates Communist encouragement of these movements 
through propaganda methods* 

3. Since the summer of 1967, tbXa Agency has boon attempting 
to clotormi&a through its sources abroad whether or not there is any 
significant Communist direction or as sistnnee to revolutionary groups 
in the United States. Wo have been collaborating closely in this effort 
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation and di^sominating information to 
it. Existing Agency collection resources are being employed wherever 
feasible and new sources arc being sought through independent means 

as well as with the assistance of foreign intelligence services and tho
